ITT HERE AS by an Act passed in the Tenth Year of Her 
m/ W Majesty’s Reign, intituled “ An Act to render valid

enacted, that the Money mentioned in any such Undertaking as 
therein referred to, or so much thereof as by an Award to be made 
by the Commissioners of Public Works, or any Two of them, should 
appear to have been expended upon any of the Lands specified in 
10 any such Undertaking, should be a Charge on the Lands specified in 
such Undertaking and Award, and the Money mentioned in any 
such Award, with Interest thereon at the Rate of Three Pounds Ten 
Shillings per Centum per Annum, should be charged upon, raised, 
and levied from and out of the Lands so specified in such Award, 
15 and should be payable, at the Time or Times appointed in such
